Students' Council-Dally cri- 
ses will be a thing of the past if 
students vote in favour of a 
Publications Board In the 
March referendum. 

A Publications Board, res- 
ponsible for the financial ad- 
ministration of the Society's 
three publications, would act 
as a grievance board and 
monitor of the Daily, the 
Student Handbook and Old 
McGill. The Board would take 
the responsibility of publica- 
tions out of Council's hands 
and. serve :;,a8 an Impartial 
publisher -concerned with ' the 
quality and coptlnulty of the 
publications. 

• Members of the Committee 
to Investigate Council-Daily 
Relations reached a consensus 
concerning the constitutional 
relationship of therStudents' 
Council and Daily last night in 
their third meeting of the year. 

1) the Publications Board 
would be the publisher of the 
Dally, the Student Handbook 
andOldMcGIII . 

2) the Board wouldigrantj,aQ| 
ahhiiar budget to thlt^thr^ 
publications and act as the 
employer of the workers con- 
nected with these publications. 

3) the Students' Council. would 
grant the Board an annual 
budget between 90 and 110% 
of the previous year's budget, 
at the discretion of the Board. 

4) the Board would be made up 
of 2 Council reps, 3 Dally reps, 
3 reps-at-large and the Comp- 
troller of the Students' Society 
léjyion^tlng member.. 

5) |tnSyenplce of the editorial 
boàrd remains with the staff of 
the Dally. Upon disapproval of 
the Board, the editor must 
obtain a confidence staff vote 
of 75% to retain the position. 
The Board would also have 
various financial monitoring 
prerogatives to ensure fiscal 



responsibility of all three publi- 
cations. 

Committee members last 
night discussed various me- 
thods of financing. Student 
rep-at-large Peter Bruck pro- 
posed that the Publications 
Board collect activity fees as 
does the Students' Society, 
through an agreement with the 
University administration. Stu- 
dents would know that $5, for 
example, goes toward the 
publication of the Dally, Hand- 
book and yearbook, and that 
$30 goes toward other Stu- 
dents' Society activities. This 
proposal would mean the com- 
plete separation of the publica- 
tions from the Society. Ancor- 
dlng to certain committee 
members, this arrangement 
would be the best structure as 
it would divorce any type of 
student- government Influence 
from the student press. The 
committee refuted the proposal 
however, because of difficul- 
ties which might arise In the 
collection of fees and arrange- 
ments with the university ad- 
ministration. 

Bruck suggested after the 
^meeting that professors and 
university staff should also be 
taxed for the publications. The 
proposal will be discussed at 
the next ' committee meeting. 
The Committee, an idea stem- 
ming from the University Sen- 
ate, was finally set up by the 
Students' Council to recom- 
mend constitutional changes to 
settle structural problems which 
have been at the root of Daily- 
Council crises since 1965. The 
recommendations will be pre- 
sented to Council at the March 
1 meeting for ratification.. They 
will then be Included with other 
constitutional changes to be 
voted on by McGIII students in 
a March referendum. 

The Committee will hold two 
meetings next week to com- 
plete the recommendations.

Most of the faculty belong to the 
McGIII Association of Universi- 
ty Teachers (MAUT), an organ- 
ization without union powers. 
Affiliated with the Federation 
des Associations de Profes- 
seurs des Universités du Qué- 
bec (FAPUQ), McGill and Con- 
cordia are the only members 
which haven't. been unionized. " 



Principal must be sound

A university committee Is 
being formed for revlevving 
candidates to replace Principal 
Bell, who will be retiring In 
1979. Students will be rept^ 
sented by two of the thirteen 
members. 

The Chancellor will act as 
chairperson for a committee 
chosen from various sectors of 
the university community. Two 
members will be appointed from 
each of the following groups: 
the Board of Governors, the 
Senate, the Students' Society, 
the McGill Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers (MAUT), the 
Graduates' Society, and the 
"Non-Academic Staff Electoral 
College" (MUNASA). . 

According to University Sfa- 



tutes, the committee will sub- 
mit a list of candidates to the 
Board of Governors, who "shall 
select the Principal only from 
the names submitted by this 
Committee". ' 

The committee members may 
review people from a number of 
sources. Although they can 
look outside the university, 
candidates will probably be 
chosen from either the Admini- 
stration or one of the faculties. 

University Affairs VP Neil 
Wiener, is applying as one of 
the student representatives. 
Despite the small number of 
students on the committee, 
Wiener hopes to increase their 
influence through a "natural 
alliance" with other groups on 
the committee. 



Stressing the need for a 
sound administrator, Wiener 
saicf that the next principal 
should "adopt a high profile," 
since "these were rough times 
for McQIH".*-' Within Quebec, 
Wiener feels that the Principal 
can be a spokesman for the 
English community". However, 
the role may also include 
providing leadership for the 
university, which "should seek 
a common ground between the 
English and French communi- 
ties". • " 

The committee must suggest 
a candidate with diverse skills 
to handle the..present political 
situation, who can realistically 
deal with dropping enrollment 
figures, Implying future finan- 
cial difficuitleé. . ~ 



Despite their different me- 
thods, both organizations at- 
tempt to solve the same 
problems. The MFU demands 
an Institutional basis for faculty 
protection, while the MAUT 
relies on negotiations and 
consensus between professors 
and the Administration. The 
normal employment issues 
raised are working conditions, 
Job security, fringe benefits and. 
grievance procedures. Aspects 
peculiar to the universities are 
tenure regulation, sabbatical 
leaves, organization of curricu- 
lum, teaching loads and partici- 
pation In the administration. 

The MFU was founded in 1969 
as a result of student and 
faculty demands for drastic 
alterations In the university 
structure. After the administra- 
tion resisted fundamental chan- 
ges, some thirty faculty mem- 
bers established a union for the 
protection of their rightsj^. 

Because the CNTUfwas'^the 
only union In 1969 organizing

professors, the MFU Joined 
their ranks. Dr. Allen Fenichel, 

. Internal Vice-president, said 
that the union's "main priority 
was to get a bargaining unit," 
while the CNTU provided "a 
broad representation in the 
community." 

At the present time, the MFU 
numbers only 110 to 125 out of 
about 1000 faculty members 
and the unlori has encountered 
some obstacles In >ttractTng 
new people. Dr. Fenichel oli- 
served that McGill is particular- 
ly bound by a long heritage, 
which makes It Incapable of 
accefjting a "changing relatlon- 
shlpl>wlth1the government and 
the community." Unionization 
appears to negate the concept 
of the university as a "commun- 
ity of scholars", while the 
MRU's affiliation with the CNTU 
has been an inhibiting factor. 
Dr. Sidney Ingerman, a long- 
time union member, thought 
some of the faculty were 

^ reluctant to Join because they 
were "apprehensive under the 
present Quebec situation." 

In a bulletin to its members, 
the MFU stressed that "the need 
for unionization is institutional"

But the city modified its position, ensuring funds 
for the Roads Department If they are needed to maintain normal 
service. " Drapeau distorts history 

According to fvlCM councillor André Berthelet, Mayor Drapeau's 
new tactic to justify his regime to the public is to distort history. 
Last December, before the provincial commission studying 
amendments to the City Charter, Drapeau Invoked "his story" to 
dissuade the comrhlsslon from reforming electoral and adminis- 
trative regulations and affairs In Montreal. 

Drapeau claimed that. Montreal residents opted for the present 
regime In a 1921 referendum, and that further changes can only be 
made after another plebiscite. In 1921, the provincial government 
proposed to residents two alternatives: one which entailed the 
creation of 15 municipal districts each with three councillors and a 
second calling for 35 wards with one representative each. While, 
according to Berthelet, the second alternative (Incidentally, the 
one which the MCM supports) was selected by a wide margin and 
Implemented,. Drapeau, when he came to power in 1960, induced 
provincial Premier Jean Lesage to change the electoral system 
and pave the way for the adoption of the first option presented in 
1921, which had been defeated. Berthelet remarks that Drapeau 
did not call for a referendum on that occasion. ' . 

. MCM congratulates Transit Commission 

The MCM has congratulated the MUCTC for its decision not to 
raise bus and metro fares In Montreal at the present time. MCM 
Vice-president Abe Limonchik says that "it's the first time that 
residents have had an effect on MUCTC policy." Limonchik 
considers the decision a victoryT but said that a related problem 
with public transit is that automobiles have a privileged position 
In Montreal as opposed to the transit system, which receives far 
les.s from government in the form of monetary investment. 
Government renovation program causes rent Increases 

A prog ram 5 being run jointly by the federal, provincial and 
municipal governments aimed at promoting housing renovation Is 
causing large rent hikes and forclngtrrwiiiy;;iow income tenants out 
of their dwellings, according to MCM çÔunclllor Michael Falnstat. 
He denounced the program as a welfare system for landlords 
whereby taxpayers' money Is used agalrist tenants to guarantee' 
profits for landlords. 

Falnstat cited one instance in his district of NDG in which a 
$220,000 renovation project for.an apartment building will raise 
rents by over aS"/»'. Tenants have no recourse to the. Rental Board 
when rents Increase as a result of renovation. 

Housing groups unite, mobilize tenants 

A coalition of 24 housing groups: throughout Québec have 
launched a campaign calling on Mont'reàr tenants to reject , rent 
hikes and demanded that the provincial government impose an. 
Immediate freeze on rent increases. The coalition Intends to 
sensitize the population to its housing rights, states a spokesper- 
son for the coalition. The campaign will include the distributloa of 
housing information, a poster blitz and demonstrations against 
/:the|Antl-lnflatlon Board, the Rental Board and the municipal 
'affair^mlnistryr . 
Another year of high vacancy rates In store for Montreal 

According to UdeM EconornicsVProfessor Joseph Chung; the 
Montreal region will e^tperience another year of high vacancy rates 
for apartments. A study undertaken by Chung shows that the city 
needs 30,700 new housing units annually, but only built an 
estimated 27,400 In 1977. 

; Forjow rental housing, the vacancy rate is less than 1% while 
the rate for apartments with two or more bedrooms Is only about 
4% The vacancy rate thus- tends to favour the more affluent 
tenant. Low-Income tenants and families, who usually have feWer 
options and are less able to cope with landlord-related problems, 
find themselves at a disadvantage with regard to apartment 

CN plans mammoth development of wasteland 
V By this summer, 32 acres of land owned by Canadian National 
Railways south 'df.<St. Jacques St. will be converted into 
exploitable downtown real estate. CN officials say> the land — 
which stretches from Windsor St. to Guy St. — will be the site of a 
major development. The plan includes the construction of a dense 
high-rise around the Peel St. Communications Building, which 
will be preserved, and gradually sloped commerciaf and 
residential structures scaled down to match two-storey dwellings 
In Little Burgundy at the far western end of the site. CN officials 
label the project "a small city, virtually another downtown core." 

City officials have cdmpialtjed that the cleared land will become 
an ugly wasteland because of the possibility that no developer, 
giveti the current slump in Montreal's construction industry, will 
tackle the project.

Debating Union; 

Is nationalism 
merewhlmsy?

"Is nationalism mere 
whimsy?" This was the topic of 
the final debate between Os- 
goode Hall and University of 
Ottawa debaters in an Interna- 
tional tournament held at Mc- 
Glll last weekend. 

The tournament organized bv 
the McGiil Debating Union, saw 
43 teams from .22 universities 
wrangle over themes such as 
"Work is the curse of the 
working class", "Virtue is the 
last refuge", "adultery is an 
outdated concept", and many 
others. 

According to tournament or- 
ganizers Jennifer Butt and 
, Claire Gàudet the debate was 
"quite an unusual success" 
even though there were some 
minor organizational problems. 
In an interview with the Daily, 
Fred McMahon, Debating Un- 
ion president, was quick to 



point out that the tournament 
was a i''!break-even proposi- 
tion". 

The Debating Union was 
worried that all would be lost 
when the debating robes were 
misplaced. However, the robes 
were relocated yesterday. 

The final round, held on 
Saturday saw Osgoode Hall 
defeat Ottawa U. debaters after 
a short but lively debate which 
ended up in a spirit of anta- 
gonism. According to one 
observer, the final debate was 
"antl-cllmactic" since the deba- 
ters had treated the "whimsical 
nature of nationalism" In earlier 
debates. 

The debaters were addressed 
by prominent historian Ca? 
meron Nish on the subject of 
"individualism and liberalism" 
and many receptions were held 
for the debaters throughout the 
•weekend. 



O'Brien, the newly appointed 
editor of the London Obsen/er, 
and a member of the Dublin 
government from the late 'BOs 
until his defeat last year, gave 
an articulate and witty view of 
the problems facing Ireland 
today. 

After a brief historical sketch 
of Ireland,' Dr. O'Brien pre- 
sented his view of the Irish 
conflict as one based on 
Protestants' and Catholics' dif- 
fering perceptions of Irish 
unity. He said that the insis- 
tence on political unity by the 
Republic of Ireland can at. this 
time only lead to further 
upheavals in Northern Ireland. 

O'Brien claimed that there is 
little or no wish on the part of 
Protestants in Northern Ireland 
fôr political 1. unity, and the 
continued refusal by Republl- 
scan nationalists to accQpt this 
fact can only lead to a 
worsening of the situation. 
"Protestants a;e stodgy, stub-" 
born peopté.'and when they say 
they do not want unity, they- 
mean exactly that," he quipped. 

As for the attitudes of 
Republicans, O'Brien said that 
"they make noise, but they don't 
really want to know about 
Northern Ireland." 
. In the question period fol- 
lowing the talk, a number of 
members of/ the audience ex- 
pressed concern at the some- 
■times casual, flippant state- 
ments of O'Brien. They also 
questioned whether his views 
actually did represent the atti- 
tudes of the majority of Catho- 
lics and Protestants in the two 
countries.

- that husbands no longer be 
exempt from being charged 
with the rape of their wives;

- that .judges no longer retain 
discretionary power to admit a 
woman's past sexual history in 
a rape case. . . • > .

It Is my 
opinion ..that^thei current Stu- 
dents' Council 'tfas displayed a 
high level of financial Integrity. 
Therefore, the Council is well 
within Its rights to demand the 
same level of fiscal responsi- 
bility from those organizations 
which It funds. Indeed, Council 
would be derelict In Its duties 
were It not to Insist on that 
level of responsibility. 

Mr. Heybroek has examined 
the record of the Students' 
Society over the past "decade 
and a half". It Is as unrea- 
sonable to hold the. present 
Council responsible for any. 
enrors committed during that 
period as It would be to hold 

. the present Editorial Board of 
the Dally responsible for the 
excesses of the Dally during 
that same period. The current 
Students' Council Is fully pre- 
pared to answer for Its actfons. 
Invoking the past history of the 

Council Is less'than fair on the 
past of Mr. Heybroek.

durlng'the past few weeks, and 
especially the Daily's financial 
crisis which seems to be 
coming to a head, have urged 
me to offer' a few comments 
regarding the situation. As with 
all. crises of Its kind, the 
Students' Council-Dally con- 
frontation Is; the' prototypical 
government-pressstruggle that 
occurs In all societies In which 
newspapers have a semblance 
of editorial freedom. 

The confrontation is an im- 
memorial one. While the pur- 
pose of government is to stay 
in. power (which Implies having 
clean .hands), the purpose of 
the press is to criticize govern- 
ment if it is warranted. In the 
majority of Western democrat 
cies, government-press anta- 
gonism is not orily healthy but 
also fair, mainly because the 
press controls Its own finances 
and does not have to depend on 
government to defray costs, 
remunerate editors, etc. Herein 
lies the contradiction of stu- 
dent Journalism at McGIII. How 
can any student at, McGIII 
endorse the intèntlon of the 
Students' Society (for which we 
pay $28 annually) of exercising 
absolute control over the Daily, 
which is theoretically supposed 
to oversee the workings and 
machinations of student gov- 
ernment, without fear or hin- 
drance? This possibility makes 
no sense whatsoever; or, to put 
matters differently, this possi- 
bility makes perfect sense to 
Students' Council. 

McGIII students wouldn't ob- 
ject to Students' Society con- 
trol of the Daily, were the latter 
utterly, unaccountably and 
completely out of touch with' 
reality, the McGIII community, 
or both (if that were possible). 
As a McGIII student, however, 
after having read this year's 
Dally regularly, I feel sufficient- 
ly competent to evaluate the 
LPaHy^repord as far as serving 
Mlalffunction of informing 
" students about com- 
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• munlty, educational, etc., is- 
sues facing them. As far as I'm 
concerned, the Dally is In toucn 
with both the pulse of McGIII 
and the. world around It. I would 
like to say such nice things 
about student government at 
McGIII as well, but 1 don't lie. 
May the Dally live on, free of 
Students' Society control.

"free press" of the West, If 
often outspoken in certain 
areas, constrains Its criticisms 
when the Interests of corporate 
supporters and advertisers may 
be adversely affected, and 
generally conveys a political 
bias appropriate to the class of 
Its owners, though this may 
appear in sexual, racial, and 
religious guises. 

The Dally has always been a 
controversial newspaper, at 
least within the past decade; 
this characteristic is' the very 
essence of the activity of 
Journalism. To subject this 
valuable contribution to the 
declining Intellectual vitality of 
this university, when so much 
money is alloted to less-pubilc 
and often less-meaningful stu- 
dent activities, violates pro- 
foundly the Intentions which a 
university ostensibly repre- 
sents. Our freedoms of expres- 
sion are being continuously 
overridden by well-organized 
and powerful Interests. Let the 
Dally continue without restric- 
tions; In this era of apathy the

since "faculty members. . .can 
have Important Influence only if_ 
they are legally organized and 
represented." The Administra- 
tion is largely drawn from 
various faculties, but it must act 
as an Intermediary.bêtWMmthe^ 
professors on one siârancTtfiê^ 
Board of Governors and govern- 
ment on the diher. When 
disagreements arise, the gov- 
ernment Is In a better position to 
influence the administration's 
decision, since It holds the 
^purse strings. Administrators 
could function more efficiently 
If they dealt with a union which 
provided -unified strength - to 
back Its demands. Finally, the 
bulletin concluded that unioni- 
zation, "throughout Canadian 
universities is already a wide- 
spread phenomenon." 

Objectors to unionization 
argue that Institutional struc- 
tures would only inhibit settling 
disputes through the present 
method of consensus and 
discussion, which remains the 
best system for solving prob- 
lems. Unions encourage adver- 
sary relationships to develop, 
creating unnecessary confron- 
tations and antagonisms. Dis- 
liking the MFU's affiliation with 
the CNTU, FAPUQ advocates a 
strong association specifically 
designed for,i Quebec profes- 
sors. Because; of 'their unique 



place In society as a community 
of scholars, universities require 
a special type of union drasti- 
cally different from those con- 
nected with labour. 

The MFU bulletin strongly 
argues for the Immediate neces- 
sity of unionization. It could 
handle routine matters and 
establish v uniform^ procedures 
for the different%cûltlés. Be- 
cause McGill Is not uhionfzed, 
its working conditions are 
iriferlortothoseat Laval and the 
Université de Montréal, while 
faculty strength Is further weak- 
ened by the government, "which 
has moved to assume a strong 
directive role in curriculum and 
teaching loads." Universal pro- 
blems of dwindling enrolments 
and slashed budgets further 
emphasize the need for unioni- 
zation to protect professors. 

in a recent letter to union 
members. Dr. Gutkind, MFÛ 
President, warned that "the 
effects of administration salary 
policy and the handling of 
pension funds" has "again 
emphasized the need for union- 
ization." Negotiations by the- 
Administration have been in- 
adequate In preventing erosion 
of the protection of pensions. 
To settle these problems, the 
MFU has proposed conducting 
a joint investigation with the 
MAUT. Although It hasn't Is- 
sued an affirmation, the MAUT 
Is carefully considering the 
union's offer. 

Present relations between 
the faculty and administration 
are not polarized, but largely 
based on Interaction and mut- ' 
uai agreement. However, the 
system rests on the personal 
abilities of academics to nego- 
tiate and an-lve at a reasonable 
consensus. Although some 
form of unionization appears 
highly possible;' there Is strong 
disagreement concerning the 
nature of the institution and 
how it will deal with the 
perplexing problems of the 
future.

Wlth the Redmen, he con- 
tinues to scorè goals. Last year, 
in a game against Bishop's, he 
scored an Incredible five goals. 
Since there is no equivalent to 
Ron Andrews (NHL statistician) 
in the QUAA, we'll have to rely 
on the word of an unidentified 
reliable source who says that 
"Mendelssohn's five goals In 
one game is the all-time record 
for a defenceman In the QUAA". 

After that memorable game 
against Bishop's, when I inter- 
viewed Dave, all he could say 
was, "I can't believe It.

They are still going in this 
year for McGIII's number 18. He 
has eight goals to his credit 
after just 13 games, Including a 
hat trick against powerful Three 
Rivèrs. 

Falner Impressed 

Redman Captain Andy Falner 
is usually Dave's defensive 
partner. Falner has great regard 
for Mendelssohn's hockey play- 
ing abilities. "Dave's playing the 
best hockey of his career," says 
Falner. "He's probably the best 
offensive defenceman in the 
league this year." 

Mendelssohn enjoys playing 
opposite Falner. He says, "We 
complement each other perfect- 
ly. I'm better offensively, In 
passing and like that, and he's 
better defensively, in the corn- 
ers,-, arid , playing the man.". 
Jokingly he adds, "Together, we 
make a complete hockey play- 
er." 

Well, if you want to rate a 
defenceman, ask the man he 
protects. AI Smith, McGIII's 



all-star goalie, adds wood to the 
fire. "Dave's the best defence- 
man In the league. He's better 
than Dave Boyd (Concordia), 
and better than Gary Brown 
(Trois Rivieres), and ranks with 
Ken Knowles (Bishop's) as the 
league's best defenceman." 

In order' to ;be a great 
defenceman, you have to be 
able to dig the puck out of the 
corners and get it out of your ' 
end. Mendelssohn is super at 
this "underrated aspect of 
playing defence", as he calls it. 

He has a particular style of 
play; He skates upright, similar 
to the Canadiens' Guy Lapàinte. 
He is also very quick to take- 
offensive opportunities. 
~He comments, "I think the 
guys on the team realize that, if I 
see a chance, offensively,. I'm 
going to take it, and they cover 
up for me very well." 

Judging from the fact that 
Mendelssohn is among McGIII's 
leaders in the' all important 
plus-minus statistic, the team's 
defence apparently does not 
suffer from his offensive as- 
saults. / 

Along with taking this regular 
turn and extra work, Dave kills 
penalties and skates on the 
power play. He loves hockey 
and enjoys the 40 or so minutes 
of Ice tirrie that .he logs every 
game.
